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In view of the fact that no evidence has been found 
to substantiate the allegations made by the Japanese Military 
Police against the detained man Chang Dong ( f& w])» the 
undersigned requested Sgt. S. Tokutani to produce the informer 
for the purpose of questioning him regarding the source of 
information obtained by him. 

On the morning of the 8th August 1938, Set. Ss. 
Tokutani, instead of bringing the informer, handed to the 
undersigned an anonymous letter written in Chinese, a copy and 


translation of which are attached herewith. Sgt. Tokutanti 


further added that the Japanese Military Police had acted on 


the strength of this letter and that no informer was 
in this case.

Sete Tokutani has also stated that upon the 


completion of an investigation the detained man Chang Dong can 


be released. the anonymous letter was submitted for examination 


to Cler.

“Speeial Service Branch* of the former Public Safety Bureau. 

AS @ result of the Mationnl Goverment publicly accom 
modating the evil corrmnists, therefore causing this terribie 
hostility, I started to work as a labourer in a factory in 
order to maintain my livelihood. 

I am now in possession of the information that the ex-= 
Chief of P.S.B.,g Teal Grin Gam, is detaifing some one te 
com to Shanghai with the instructions to have the P.3.B. 
documents -whigh were left in Shangimi during the retreat of 
the Chivese tresps, rensved to Harken, ; 

Xp therefore, respectfuiiy sulmitted to you this in- 
formation, and hope you will confiscate theze documents 
fer the purpese of vour perusal. Azoerding te the man, 
sent here, the documents, contained in a case, were con- 
Gealed beneath the floor. Howevers X am net positiw that 
whether the ease was hidden geder the fléer ef the house of 
hie friend, where he fs .living at present, we etherwize at 


some other places. Nevertheless he will leave Shanghai 
for Hongkong on the 5th inst., as he has booked a ticket 
already. At the time of his departure from here, I°%1l 


go to the wharf and see him off, when you may post some 
plain clothes men to search and confiscate the above

Sir, 

At 11.10 pem. on the 6th August 1958 D.S.i. Umemoto 
telephoned the undersigned,stating that the Japanese Military 
Police had requested the S.M.Police to render assistance in 
eifecting the -rrest of one terrorist and searching a house, 
at l aem. the 7th August 1938. This requcst was immediately 
reported to Officer if/e C.1.-, D.I. Glovere 

At 12.50 e.m. the 7.8.38 Sergeant S. Tokutani and three 
other cenhene ot the Japanese IWilitary Police came to C.1. 
office and requested that the necessiry assistance be now 
rendered. m being questioned Sergt, S. Tokutani statcd that 
according to information obtained by an informer employed Yj 
by the Japanese Wilitary Police, one named Ckang Dong Ch Hi? > 
has recently arrived from Hankow with messages to be delivered 
to tac terrorists operating in Sh nghnai. Sergeant S. Tokutani 
fu..ther added that the iuLleged nes‘ssanger,Chang Dong, was to 
leave Shanghai and proceed back to Hankow this morning, the 
%th August 1938, via the Hongkong Colony; and that a written 
mess: ge is to be conveyed by him to Hankow and which could 
be found in bis possession. The address of the alleged 
messanger, Chang Dong, was given as 35 Woo Ling Terrace, 
Gordon Road. 

On these informations being reported to DeI. Glover and 
Ve instructions received D.SeI. Konovaloff, D.I. Wong and C.D.S. 
304, and D.S. Mitsushima of the S.P.Office, accompanied by 3 
the Japanese Military Police, proceeded to Gordon Road Station, = 


where the necessary assistance was obtained. 
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SHANGHAI MUNICIPAL POLICE. 


The given address was located in Lane 516, House Z 33 
Gordon Road, just opposite the Police Station. The premises 
in question is a Chinese dwelling house, occupied by twelve 
a@ifferent families. Ina rear room, on the first floor the 
alleged messanger, Chang Dong Sa Ff) —- Chang Tsonng 
Ping FEAF THY age 55, native of Soochow, M/Unemployed, re- 
siding at the above address, was found lying in the bed to- 
gether v .th his wife, named Shih Hwei Ying (4.2 ZB). a 
thorough search of the room Was carried out, but no evidence 
i.e. any written messages or letters of the political nature, 
was found. Upon the request being made by Sergeant S. Tokutani, | 
the adjoining two rooms also were searched, but, likewise, 
with negative resultse However, Sgte S. Toimtani requested 
that the arrestea person Chang Dong be taken to C.BeHeQe and 
detained pending further enquiries being made. 

On being conveyed to Gele offices anda questioned by the 
undersigned and D.I. Wong, the arrested man, Chang Dong pleaded 
811 ignorance of any meéssi:ges were being conveyed by him to 
Han-kow froin Shanghai or vice-versa and he emphatically denied 
having ever taken part in any political or terroristiec astivi- 
ties. 

However, Chang Dong admitted that on the 15th April 1938, 
he proceeded to Hongkong on the S.S. "Chang Yuden (Z - )« 
of B. & BS Steam Ship Company for the purpose of securing some 
Job through his friend namea Sung Zau Yao GPACTIY wo owns 
in the colony a Food=-shop. Failing to obtain any employment 
in Hongkong the arrested man Chang Dong returned to Shanghai

enter the Northern area, corroborated the srrested man's statement 
that he, Chang Dong, has not been absent fom Shanghai since 
his return from Hongkong, i.e. the 24th June 1938. 

Prior to the outbreak of hostilities in Shanghei the 


arrested man, Chang Dong, was employed as a private assistant 


to a clerk, namea@ Zung Kyung Sung OF FF dat the Sinza Sub- 
Station of the Chapei Police. 

After the retreat of the Chinese Army from the Shanghai 
area, the arrested man, Changs Dong, took refuge in the Inter- 
national Settlement at House 13, Tsang Ziang Li off Connaught 
Road, on the 5.8.37. On the 27.9.37 he reroved to Howse, No.2 
Nyi Ying Faung, off Route de Conty, French Concession, and 
vacated this address on the 27-11-57 and put up his residence 
at the present address, House 33 4 Lane 516 Gordon Road. 

The arrested man, Ckang Dong, is now being detained in 
C.l. offices, pending further enquivies to be made, details :
